■SAIGON (AP) — Three sur­ 
face-to-air missiles were fired 
today at U.S. Air Force recon­

SAMs missed their mark. 
A spokesman for the U.S. 
Command, Maj. Richard Gard­ 
ner, said U.S. fighter-bombers 
escorting the RF4 reconnais­ 
sance plane did not return the 
fire, presumably because they 
could not get a good shot at the 
SAM site. 
It was the first time SAMs 
were reported firing on U.S. 
aircraft flying over North Viet­ 
nam in. Vh months, although a 
C130 gunship was fired on over 
.Laos less than two months ago. 
The RF4 was on a mission

coastal city of Dong Hoi, a key 
staging area for supplies mov­ 
ing 
south 
to 
support

forces in Laos, Cambodia and 
South Vietnam. The Command 
said the unarmed RF4 was able 
to take quick evasive action.

F4 fighter-bomber 
was 
shot down by a SAM over Dong 
Hoi last March.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Redr­ 
awn congressional districts will 
force at least 16 congressmen 
to quit the House or campaign 
against other incumbents next 
year, an Associated Press sur­ 
vey shows. 
Choosing the second course, 
they either could seek election 
against 
House 
colleagues 
in 
newly redrawn districts where 
they reside or rue for Congress 
from 
neighboring 
disticts, 
a 
possibility in some states. 
The number of House mem­ 
bers. faced with redistrietieg to 
conform with 1970 census fig­ 
ures. 
Reflecting 
population 
shifts 
since 1960, districts are redr­ 
awn so each member of the 
House has roughly the same 
number 
of 
constituents. 
The 
process sometimes reduces a 
state’s total of House seats or 
leaves twfo congressmen resid­ 
ing in the same district. 
“ I forecast the greatest num­ 
ber of House retirees in his­ 
tory,” Ken Harding, staff direc­ 
tor of the House Democratic 
Campaign Committee, told an 
interviewer. ‘‘Some will quit to 
seek higher office, but many 
will decide to take the pension 
and get out rather than face an 
incumbent and have to learn 
new territory. A lot have told 
me they won’t run again.” 
During the past decade, an 
average of 31 representatives 
voluntarily have given up their 
seats in the 435-member House 
after each 
two-year congres­ 
sional session. 
Population relative to the rest 
of the nation has dropped in 
nine states to the point the total 
number of 
House 
seats 
for 
these states will be cut by 11. 
New York and Pennsylvania 
will lose two seats each; Ala­ 
bama, 
Iowa, 
North 
Dakota, 
Ohio, Tennessee, West Virginia 
and Wisconsin will give up one 
each. 
In addition, Maryland, Vir­ 
ginia and Texas, while not los­ 
ing seats, have reflected in­ 
trastate 
population 
shifts 
by 
squeezing 10 incumbents into 
five districts. 
Other states will finish redr­ 
awing district boundaries next 
year, at which time other pairs 
of House colleagues may find 
themselves in the same dis­ 
tricts.

Die In Shootout 
NORWALK, Conn. (AP) — A 
man sought for questioning in 
connection with a shootout that 
took the lives of a policeman 
and a suspected bank robber 
turned himself in to police on a 
detective’s front porch today, 
police said. 
The man was identified by 
police as Frederick Wells, 48, 
believed to be from either Ne­ 
vada or California. 
He was being questioned and 
was not immediately charged, 
police said. After the shootout, 
police had said a second man 
was involved and had run 
away. 
Police said Wells had spent 
the niKht in back yards and 
woods in Norwalk, and in the 
morning knocked on the front 
door of neighbors of police Lt.

More Funds 
Approved For 
Child Feeding 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Agriculture 
Department 
has 
boosted federal funds to feed 
needy children in summer pro­ 
grams this year to over $33 
million, after complaints from 
Congress of unfair treatment of 
localities involved. 
The announcement Friday of 
an additional $15 million for 
children at playgrounds and 
day care centers came less 
than a week after 40 senators 
complained the department en­ 
couraged cities to expand their 
programs, then said it couldn’t 
fill requests for new funds. 
Asst. Secretary of Agriculture 
Richard E. Lyng said the new 
money will be enough to meet 
requests from most states for 
larger assistance. He said the 
shares would be announced in a 
few days. 
The department last month 
increased this year’s funds by 
$12.3 million over last year’s 
$5.8 million to a total of $18.1 
million. 
With the new total, about 3.7 
million children will be able to 
participate this summer, com­ 
pared to some 564,000 last year.

MINIMUM JOBS? 
Congress, legislatures, presidents and 
governors have tried to repeal the law of 
supply and demand. It cannot be done. 
As in the case of ecology, when we mess 
up the natural balance of things, the 
results are often disappointing. 
So it is with two proposals now before 
the National Congress. Congressmen like 
the one that raises the minimum wage 
high and abruptly. Most everyone likes 
the sound of more money and Congress­ 
men are looking for votes. 
Another is the President’s proposal for 
a minimum income in place of welfare. 
We aren’t certain we like either one, but 
we would accept the minimum income 
over another raise in the minimum wage. 
Like welfare, minimum wage laws have 
worked against the very people they are 
designed to help. 
The disadvantaged worker is only 
worth so much money to any employer. 
When the minimum wage goes above 
what this employe is worth, he loses his 
job. It is as simple as that. 
In an era when jobs are scarce to start 
with, it isn’t sensible to make them more 
scarce. Young people need jobs badly. 
But as untrained beginners, under mini­ 
mum wage laws, an employer either 
automates, does away with the jobs or 
hires someone more experienced. 
We are not in disagreement that 
everyone in this great country should be 
able to live in a decent, healthy manner 
and have the where-with-all to do it. 
Let's face it, there are some who just 
can’t earn that much. A law will not 
make them worth more, will just cost 
them their jobs. 
If we must choose between two evils, 
it makes more sense to leave the mini­ 
mum wage law alone, so the under-earn­ 
er can at least keep his job and earn part 
of his keep. Then, as in President Nixon’s 
plan, instead of welfare, let the govern­ 
ment pay him the difference between 
what he is worth on the job and what is 
necessary to feed and clothe a family of 
two or three or ten, instead of welfare. 
Neither proposition is to our liking. 
But the problem of people inadequately 
clothed, housed and fed must be solved. 
Welfare hasn’t worked and a new mini­ 
mum wage law will only put more people 
out of work. Take your choice, but choose 
we must! — Warsaw Times-Union.

Behind every successful Gen­ 
eral is a good sergeant, and the 
National Guard is no exception. 
In fact, my two older sons re­ 
fused to rise above that rank 
while in service, telling me that 
the Sergeants ran the Army. I 
retaliated, 
telling 
them 
that 
since the Doolittle Commission 
gave such rights to enlisted men 
following World War II, our cou 
try has not won a war. 
Some 8.000 Hoosiers serving 
in the National Guard were 
scheduled to load 
into 2,500 
wheeled vehicles and flood the 
highways on July 10-11. They 
would be headed to Camp Gray­ 
ling, Michigan, for two weeks 
summer training. It is worthy 
of a column. Calling the office 
of Adjutant General John N. 
Owens, I learned State Head­ 
quarters was departing the fol­ 
lowing morning in advance of 
other units. 
The Indiana National Guard 
does not have a public inform­ 
ation authority, so I called on 
Sergeant-Major Morris F. Quis- 
enberry. 
A native of Craw- 
fordsville and Lebanon, he is 
completing 
sixteen 
years 
of 
Army service. He has filled the 
position of Sergeant-Major for 
the last four years although he 
has only held the rank since 
April of last year. 
Sgt. Quisenberry has always 
been 
more than co-operative 
with the press, and was able to 
arrange an interview with Ma­ 
jor General Owens that very af­ 
ternoon. 
Arriving more than a half- 
hour 
late, 
I 
found 
General 
Owens placing the last papers 
from his desk into boxes for 
transporting to Camp Grayling. 
He said: “ State headquarters 
does not get a reprieve from 
work when we move to sum­ 
mer camp. It goes right along 
and is a continuation of what we 
normally do, only we adminis­ 
ter the units left in Indiana from 
Grayling.” 
About 
2.500 
Guardsmen 
in 
non-divisional units will remain 
in Indiana. The elements make 
up a separate command which 
will train at Camp Atterbury 
the two weeks following the re­ 
turn of the Guard from Mich­ 
igan.

Camp At­ 
terbury is adequate for year- 
round training of smaller units, 
but not large enough to test the 
functions of battalion and bri­ 
gade commands. 
Payroll of the Guard during 
the two weeks in Michigan will 
amount to $1.7. million. It is es­ 
timated 95 percent is spent in 
Indiana. Payroll for the troops 
training at Atterbury later in 
the summer is $375,000.

The average daily charge for 
beds in the University Hospit­ 
als has gone from $68.26 to 
$76.41. 
The new rates are about aver­ 
age for Midwestern university 
medical center hospitals, ac­

surveys. 
The Indiana University Hos­ 
pitals are virtually self-support­ 
ing. There are no appropriations 
from the Indiana General As­ 
sembly for the operating bud­ 
gets of the patient care and edu­ 
cation programs in the Univer­ 
sity Hospitals. 
This means that all but small 
percentages 
of 
the 
budgets 
must come from charges to 
patients. 
Nationally, state legislatures 
provide an average of 34 per 
cent of the operating budgets of 
state university hospitals. 
In addition to patient care 
services, many of which are un­ 
ique in Indiana and the Mid­ 
west, the University Hospitals 
provide clinical educations each 
year for more than 3,000 stu­ 
dents in medicine, nursing, and 
the allied health professions.

Stale Reported 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Dr. 
Ray Vanderhook. director of 
the communicable disease sec­ 
tion of the State Health Depart­ 
ment, said Thursday venereal 
disease may be decreasing in 
Indiana despite a tremendous 
increase throughout most of the 
nation. 
The doctor reported there 
were 537 fewer reported cases 
of gonorrhea and 179 fewer re­ 
ported syphillis cases in the 
state between Jan. 1 and June 
6. 
He added that the reported 
figures represent only about 10 
per cent of the actual eases. 
The decline, he said, is the 
first reported in the state since 
1963. It may be caused by in­ 
creasing emphasis placed on 
medical literature and public 
awareness concerning venereal 
diseases. 
The absolute figures for the 
reported period are 3.141 gonor­ 
rhea cases and 746 syphillis 
cases, the doctor said. 


Distribution 
Of State Laws 
Due August 1 
INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP) 
— 
Scores of laws passed by the 
1971 Legislature are expected 
to be printed and distributed to 
all 92 county clerks by Aug. 1. 
The laws which carried nei­ 
ther an emergency clause nor a 
special effective date will be­ 
come effective when the secre­ 
tary of state’s office receives an 
official receipt from every coun­ 
ty clerk. 
Norman Grauel, deputy sec­ 
retary of state, said 10,000 cop­ 
ies of the new Indiana Code, a 
compilation of all past laws, 
and 6,500 copies of the rest of 
the laws passed by the 1971 Leg­ 
islature are being printed. 
Separate firms are handling 
the two orders. Together, the 
16.500 sets will weigh about 120,- 
000 pounds, Graul said. 
In past years the laws usually 
have been distributed by July 1. 
But the legislature’s longer term 
this year, combined with a larg­ 
er volume of business, delayed 
printing. , 
A 1971 law which took effect 
earlier transferred the responsi­ 
bility for printing the acts from 
the department of administra­ 
tion, controlled by the governor, 
to the secretary of state.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The

Greece, whose aid was shut 
off after a military coup in 
April 1967. would get $19.8 mil­ 
lion in direct military aid, $60 
million in arms sales and $38 
million in excess U.S. military 
supplies and equipment. 
President Nixon resumed the 
military aid program to Greece 
last September, citing Greek 
membership in the North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty Organization and its 
strategic position on Europe’s 
southern flank. 
Proxmire said figures were 
supplied for 43 nations.

“It was a tremendous mental 
and emotional shock to him to 
be convicted by fellow Army of­ 
ficers.” 
“It left him in an emotional 
pattern of confusion. But he 
still feels he did the right thing 
for his country,” said the friend 
who asked not to be named. 
The stocky, rusty-haired lieu­ 
tenant 
was 
convicted 
by

and 
was sentenced to life in prison. 
The conviction is now in the ap­ 
peal process.

It’s a very different life from 
the life he led before and dur­ 
ing the court-martial. 
In the one hour a day of out­ 
side exercise he’s allowed un­ 
der confinement rules, he usu­ 


ally works out on bar behs he 
has set up in the backyard of 
his red brick apartment at Ft. 
Benning. Or he uses an ex­ 
ercise bench made for him by 
Maj. 
Jack 
Coulter, 
physical 
training director of the Colum­ 
bus Police Department. 
Calley also realizes his ap­ 
peal is going to be “a long, dif­ 
ficult, expensive fight.” 
The friend said Calley had 
hopes of being exonerated be­ 
fore the conviction—and he still 
has that hope—“The boy’s real­ 
ly sweating.

Needy Children 
Get Reduced 
Cost Lunches 


More than 85 per cent of the 
estimated needy Indiana Chil­ 
dren attending schools with a 
National School Lunch Program 
are receiving free or reduced 
price lunches, the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture reports. 
In April, 1971, over 77,000 were 
served lunches for which USDA 
and the State of Indiana paid 
all or the major portion of the 
cost. Estimates of the number 
of children thought qualified to 
receive the aid, made in March, 
placed the sum at 90,500. 
This figure was derived from 
mandatory semi-annual estim at­ 
es made by local school officials 
and reported to the Indiana 
State Department of Public In­ 
struction. Administration of all 
USDA Food and Nutrition Serv­ 
ice child feeding programs, in­ 
cluding 
the 
National 
School 
Lunch Program, is under this 
agency’s jurisdiction in Indiana. 
The April total was reached 
despite the fact that 427 of the 
Indiana’s 2.599 schools are still 
without any form of child feed­ 
ing whatsoever. Food and Nutri­ 
tion officials are urging the state 
agency to increase its efforts so 
that all schools will join the Na­ 
tional School Lunch Program. 
“ In this way we will establish 
the means so that all eligible 
needy youngsters get a free or 
reduced price lunch, “ said Assis­ 
tant Secretary of Agriculture 
Richard Lvng. 
This goal is one not far from 
sight, if cooperation from, local 
school officials and state agen­ 
cies 
continues, 
Lyng 
pointed 
out. Nationally, 94 per cent of 
the estimated 7.9 million needy 
children whose schools partici­ 
pate 
in 
the 
National 
School 
Lunch Program are getting free 
and 
reduced 
price 
lunches. 
These are children from famil­ 
ies who are considered to have 
incomes too low to afford the 
regular cost of a school lunch. 
Ati additional 16.9 million chil­ 
dren’s families paid the regular 
price during April.

Here’s How: Whitehouse 


Gets A $30,000 Rug

When it comes to housekeep­ 
ing, the White House has a lot in 
common 
with 
the 
average 
American home. Its rooms must 
be refurbished from time to 
time., and new furnishings and 
colors added must be chosen to 
harmonize with existing things. 
Newest room to get a decorat­ 
ing renewal is the Diplomatic 
Reception Room. It is part of a 
long range goal begun in 1960 by 
the National Society of Interior 
Designers who just presented to 
a beaming Mrs. Nixon a new 
$30,000 wool rug, a pair of 18th 
Century 
Chinese 
export urns 
mounted as lamps ($4,500) and 
a pair of rare mahogany (circa, 
1795) 
cane-set 
settees 
with 
reeded and carved arms and 
arm supports ending in reeded 
legs, which was found by the cu­ 
rator of the White House. The 
society supplied $9,500 for their 
purchase. 
Indians, 
trees, 
horses, 
pio­ 
neers, women and even a bear 
are some of the impressionistic 
symbols of the 50 states border­ 
ing the rug (23 feet 8 inches by 
33 feet 10 inches) which was de­ 
signed by the society and Ed­ 


ward Fields, who donated the 
rug. It has been estim ated that 
more than 20 million people had 
walked on a rug, also designed 
by Fields, that had been on the 
floor 10 years. 
“ In 
planning 
the 
rug 
this 
time, we took the colors from 
the 
wallpaper,” 
Fields 
ex­ 
plained. “The first rug was put 
down before the wallpaper was 
found, 
and 
the 
colors 
were 
stronger. This time we took the 
colors, five shades of blue, four 
shades of gold and three shades 
of orange gold from the paper. 
Now the rug doesn’t compete 
with it. It harmonizes. The new 
rug also has a center medallion 
that compliments the architec­ 
tural motif in the ceiling.” 
At the acceptance, Mrs. Nixon 
complimented Mr. Fields on the 
beauty of the rug. 
It was during President Ken­ 
nedy’s term of office that the 
Zuber scenic antique wallpaper, 
an original hand blocked print, 
was acquired by the society at a 
cost of $17.500. 
In 
President 
Eisenhower’s 
time the society had done the 
room with new settees, uphol­ 
stery and furnishings in the pe­ 
riod of the original construction 
of the White House. The design 
group also recovered some of 
this furniture in new gold silk 
fabric designed by Scalaman- 
dre.
